length. 


Stretched its full .length it reached 


about to the southern end of the South- 
ern Pacific freight platform; and while 
the wagon went back to town for more 
hose the nozzle men laid tbe dost on tbe 
reservation.

Tbe fire originated in Card's ware-

It is also stated in favor o 
these hydrants that to uee them it would 
not have been necessary to cross tho 
railroad tracke with the hose, tbo ware- 
houBes being situated on tbe samo side 
of tho tracke OB tbe hydrants.

quick time and did good work ia check- 
iug tho flames until No. 2 got a stream 
on Einstein's warehouse. 
Tbe damage to Einstein's warehouse 


and contents is about $1000. The build- 
ing is insured. About $100 worth ol lies 
were burnt. J. V. Curd made the lol- 
lowiog statement to a reporter:

1857. The highotit price in tho last six 
years was $5 iu 1880. 


In regard to production and cousurup* 


lion ol raisins 1 desire to call >our atten- 
tion to the lad that, in spite o! the in- 
crease of production ol raisins' in tho 
ttnte ol Calilornia, the importation ol 
Valencia raisins into tbe United States 
has steadily increased, which shows an 
immense increase ol consumption of rai 
eius iu the United States. 


The etate of Oalilornia produced last 


year about 2,500,000 boies or ita.oqniva. 
lent in sacks (counting both sacks and 
boxes); Valencias carried over from the 
previous year, about 300,000 boxes; Cal- 
ifornia raisins carried over, about 300,- 
000; Spanish raisins imported, about 
800,000; total, 3,900,000 boxes. 


Hence, in round figures we may eafoly 


expect that the United States will con- 
sume this coming year about 4,000,000 
hoses of raisinE or its equivalent, of 
which the state of California will proba- 
bly produce abont one-half or a little 
more. This ahows that there is no over- 
production ol raisins yet, and tho indus- 
try is still safe if properly conducted. 
However, we should not be misled lo 
think that any price the packers may 
put on raieins can be realized. Tho ex- 
porls from £pain during the last year 
were as follows:

The above report shows that there is 


an immense stock carried over in Spain 
from last year, and tho reports wo have 
in regaid to the coming crop is that they 
expect as large an output as last year 
and therefore v.-<3 should be very careful 
in not placing the minimum prices loo 
high in order not to give Spain an oppor- 
tunity to flood the New York rnarke 
with their carried over stock and new 
crop to our detriment. To ignore it will 
lie a fatal error. The executive commit- 
tee of the raisin growers of the state ol 
California, which is now a permanent 
organization, should give this their ruoBt 
careful consideration, and act 
judi- 


ciously. 


Now in regard to what is meant by 


average price in the sweat box it will 
not be amiss here to make n few ex- 
planations, having been asked for infer 
nifltion on this point by quite a numbri 
of prowera. 


We will BupposG that the percentage 


of an average vineyard IB aa follows:

we suppose the minimum price on them 
will be placed at $1.70 per box, 13 per 
cent 4 Crown looae, price $1.50 per box, 
42 per cent 3 Crown loose, price b}£ ceulu 
per pound, 24 per cent 2 Crown loose, 
price 4% centa per pound, 7 per cent 
Seedless, price 4}t centa per pound, that 
would leave, after deducting the cost of 
packing and commissions an average* 
price ol (4 01-100) or $4.01 per 100 pounds 
in the sweat box net to the grower.
